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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the claims are statutory under 
35 USC 101 . Examiner notes: The test for statutory subject matter is based, partly, on the test in State St. Bank & Trust Co. v. Signature 
Fin. Group, Inc., 149 F.3d 1368, 47 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1998). The State Street test requires that claimed subject matter is reduced 
to some practical application, i.e., a useful, concrete and tangible result. The useful, concrete and tangible result must be specified in the 
claims, i.e., it is not sufficient that a claim reads on a practical application disclosed in the specification. As pointed out in the previous 
office action the claims are directed to identifying operational metrics for the industry and assembling a set of solutions wherein 
performance gaps are exposed and a solution is identified based on the impacts to address the exposed performance gaps. Since the 
claims are directed to every industry including possible solutions to every operational metric of an industry, one cannot guarantee a 
proposed solution will improve the business value of a company. There are many operational metrics that will not affect the business 
value of a company. One of ordinary skill in the art could not come up with every possible operational metric for an industry. In addition, 
the claims are not concrete since the claimed invention is essentially directed to brainstorming, i.e., there is no objective methodology 
explaining how to identify possible solutions. Lastly, the claimed invention is not implemented, only identified (a mental step), i.e., there is 
no real world result.
